One Last(?) Look at the Radio Shack DX394 

First, a correction. In the January '99 VR, page 9, we discussed 
the AGC time-constant mod, and I mistakenly stated that, "You can 
make it even faster by using a larger value of electrolytic, or 
slower by using a smaller value." WRONG! ! It works precisely the 
opposite, in fact: The SMALLER the capacitor, the faster the ACG 
will work, and vice versa. I just did the mod(s) to my '394 and 
used a 47uF @ 35VDC to speed it up; works like a charm! The 
originator of the mods recommends a 47uF for fast and a 220uF for 



Also, in the December '98 VR we discussed the NB enhancement. 
It's been brought to my attention that the recommended 1N5817 
Schottky barrier diode is relatively HUGE inside the radio. 
Better to use a ECG583 or NTE583 or RCA SK9975 - they're quite 
tiny and much easier to get mounted inside. 



The mod to smooth the action on the RF Gain control * really* does 
the job, so if you do a lot of sideband listening you really 
should install that resistor. 



One mod I didn't bother with was the audio "hiss" removal; it's 
just so much easier to use an external amplifier and better 
quality speaker to enhance the audio response. I use a 
(discontinued) Radio Shack DSP40, which gives me additional audio 
filtering and controls - and about five watts of audio! 



It's extremely unlikely that Tandy has any of these radios left 
in the warehouses, but they are often available on the used 
market. They are definitely one of the best entry-level table-top 
receivers available, especially if you can locate one for less 
than US $100. . !

B-92 STIFLED 

As we all know, NATO and the United States arc involved in their first European war since 1945. 
Thus far I'm disappointed (but not surprised) to note that there has been almost no shortwave 
clandestine activity associated with the conflict in Serbia and Kosovo. The single exception to this 
has been very intermittent relays of independent Belgrade FM station B-92 on 11415 kHz. It 
seems clear that a Europirate transmitter was used for these relays, which may have been one-shot 
efforts. (I've seen background speculation on a transmitter site, with the Netherlands and Italy 
popping up most frequently in the rumors, but as of column deadline time, nobody seems to have 
conclusively identified the site). 

For all of March and the first week of April, B-92 was much more reliably audible via its internet 
RealAudio feed. The server is still there, so if you'd like to check out current developments, point 
your player to http://play.rbn.com/7b92 for a status update. Before the events described below, 
portions of the B-92 service were in English, and they provided a fascinating independent view of 
events in the Yugoslavia war. 

However, in early April the Serbian government shut down regular operations of B-92 
programming by replacing the station manager with a more cooperative (and not independent) 
individual. Our publisher Steve Rogovich of Virginia forwards an April 3 New York Times article 
noting that Sasa Mirkovic found police and court officials at the station's central Belgrade studio 
on April 2. "Government loyalist" Alexandar Nikacevic was named by the Serb government to 
replace Mirkovic. Mirkovic said that the takeover "was illegal under the (B-92) radio's statute, 
which provides for station staff to choose the director. Editor in chief of B-92 Veran Matic said in 
the Times that, "The government wants to strengthen its power and bombing is a great excuse. 
Bombardment gives them an excellent cover for destroying democratic forces in Serbia." Since 
the change of directors, independent programming ceased from B-92, including a cessation of the 
regular internet relay. 



WHY ARE THERE NO BALKAN SHORTWAVE CLANDESTINES? 

Normally an event of this magnitude would spawn plenty of shortwave clandestine stations, such 
as we saw in the early 1990's during the Gulf War. Except for intermittent broadcasts from 
airborne military transmitters and the aforementioned B-92 pirate relays, this time we have seen 
no clandestine activity at all. Obviously the role of shortwave radio has changed, as we see 
certified by these circumstances. This is a major watershed in our hobby, which has been showing 
signs of contraction for several years now. Why has this happened? 



HARRY HELMS SPEAKS 

Well known shortwave author Harry Helms, who for a long time wrote columns in The ACE 
bulletin, for some time has been the webmeister of the DXing.com web site. In April Harry

announced that he had sold the rights to this site to Fred Osterman at Universal Shortwave in 
Reynoldsburg, Ohio. If you've never checked out this interesting service, you might want to point 
your browser to http://www.dxing.com/ on the internet. As part of his closing remarks, Harry' 
posted an extremely interesting commentary on this web page. Harry's observations and opinions 
are very timely, given the topic of our discussion of the dearth of clandestines in the Balkans. 
Thus, with credit to Harry and with the best wishes to Harry from ACE members, I thought that 
his thought-provoking insights would be of interest not only to clandestine DXers, but to 
shortwave DXers in general. So, in shortened but otherwise unedited form, this is what Harry has 
to say on his site: 

"WHY IS INTERNATIONAL BROADCASTING LIKE THE CALIFORNIA STATE 
RAILROAD MUSEUM? The California State Railroad Museum is the only reason I can think of 
to visit Sacramento. It's worth it, too; by far, it's the best railroad museum in America. I recently 
made a return visit, and as a I inspected some classic Pullman sleeper cars it struck me how much 
passenger railroads had in common with international broadcasting. 

The passenger railroad business was wiped out in a few years after World War II by the rise of 
passenger airlines. As the museum exhibits show, the railroads try to compete by offering better 
food in the dining cars, more porters in the sleepers, etc., but they couldn't compete with the 
rapidity and convenience of air travel. 

There was no reason why the passenger railroads couldn't have entered the passenger aviation 
business; there was no reason why Union Pacific couldn't have dominated the West Coast air 
travel market the way Southwest Airlines does today. But the passenger railroads made a big 
mistake. They thought they were in the railroad business, but they were actually in the 
transportation business. 

International broadcasters think they're in the shortwave broadcasting business, but they're in 
the communication business. Their new competition is the Web and direct broadcast satellites. 
And those two technologies arc going to eat shortwave broadcasting's lunch. 

Back during the Gulf War and collapse of the Soviet Union, shortwave radio was the only 
[way] to go directly to the source for news and information about events in a distant land. Today? 
Well, I've been following the events in Yugoslavia and Kosovo mainly via the Web, and I suspect 
a lot of you are doing the same. The one advantage shortwave had— the ability to access 
international information quickly and cheaply— has now been trumped by the Web. In addition to 
audio, the Web also offers colors graphics, video, and text. And, unlike shortwave, there's no 
quirky ionosphere to deal with nor interference to fight. 

People who feel the future of shortwave broadcasting is bright like to point out the low 
bandwidth of the Web, high access charges for the Web, cost of PCs, etc. But these people are 
making a classic mistake: they are assuming tomorrow will be like today. Guess what? 
Bandwidth is getting incredibly broad (I'm now using a cable modem via TCI and you can't 
believe how fast the Web is with one!), internet access is getting cheaper, and PCs are now getting 
cheaper than most television sets. Yes, I know Web access costs more in Japan and many 
European nations, but that's because of government quasi-monopolies and regulations. Very soon 
those nations will realize that fast, cheap Web access is a fundamental requirement of a 21st 
century economy and relent .... and if they don't, the economy of the United States will just 
grow at an even more amazing rate compared to the rest of the world. Eventually, fast and cheap 
Web access will be like electricity and sale drinking water-that is, one of the things you can take 
for granted in any developed nation. 

Are you using Internet Explorer 5.0? Or RealGuide from Real Networks? As 1 write this, I'm 
listening to Brazil's Radio Globo. But I'm not listening to it on 1 1805 kHz shortwave .... I'm 
listening to it via Real Audio thanks to RealGuide. And you know something? Despite the 
limitations of current streaming audio technology, I'm getting better reception now via the Web 
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than 1 get at the same time on my Drake R8! That, my friends, is how the Web will impact 



And direct satellite broadcasting might prove to be ultimately a bigger threat than the Web. 
Yes, I know many shortwave advocates have been pooh-poohing direct satellite broadcasting, but 
it will arrive sometime in the coming decade and it will be huge in the developed world. What 
listener in his/her right mind will put with the noise, fading, and interference of shortwave when 
CD-quality audio is available via satellite? 

SO SHORTWAVE LISTENING WILL DIE SOON? No! Moving the bulk of high power 
international broadcasting to the Web and satellites will reduce interference and congestion, 
allowing lower power stations in the Third World to be more widely heard. And there will always 
be people who will relish the challenge of pulling a weak signal out of atmospheric noise and a 
quirky ionosphere. DXing will never be mainstream, or even as big as it was around the time of 
the Gulf War, but it will be a thriving niche activity, much like model railroading. 

BUT PRIVATE SHORTWAVE BROADCASTING IN THE UNITED STATES .... As 
much as I admire the spirit and determination of people like Jeff White of WRMI and Al Weiner 
of WBCQ, private shortwave broadcasting in the United States is an idea whose time has come 
and gone. 

WHAT ABOUT HAM RADIO? Regardless or how ham radio is restructured or whether the 
Morse code requirement is eliminated for all licenses, ham radio, especially on frequencies below 
30 MHz, will continue to shrink due to competition from the internet. The thing that turned me on 
to ham radio as a kid— being able to talk somebody on the other side of the world— can now be 
done more easily, less expensively, and more reliably via the Web using internet telephony and 
video technologies such as CU/See-Me. If 1 were a kid today, I don't think I would ever get 
interested in ham radio. The closed, insular nature of ham radio that actively discourages 
newcomers doesn't help either. It's strange; I recently got new California auto plates bearing my 
call letters, AK.6C, but I feel less interested in ham radio than I have since getting my first license 
over three decades ago. Any other long-time hams fee! the same way? 

WHAT ABOUT PIRATE RADIO? I've soured on pirate radio over the past few years. While 
I still fully support the concept of giving the people frequency space on the AM, FM, and 
shortwave bands for non-commercial free radio, I am disillusioned at how petty some pirate 
operators are (especially those teeing off on Al Weiner via libelous e-mail campaigns) and how 
pirate broadcasting is not as creative and innovative as it once was. The most interesting "free 
radio" today isn't even on radio; it's on the Web using MP3 technology. Visit Shoutcast to see 
what I mean." 



WHAT DO YOU THINK? 

Harry has an unusually well written and thought provoking essay here. I have to say that I seldom 
have seen writing on a timely topic in shortwave radio that I have to thoroughly agree with, but 
Harry has hit several nails on the head. From a clandestine perspective, maybe we ought to keep 
one idea in mind. As I write this column in mid-April, NATO has been increasingly concentrating 
some of its bombing raids on Serbian communications infrastructure, including TV and radio 
transmitters that apparently are serving a dual purpose for both civilian broadcasting and military 
communications. If a shortage of airtime and/or internet access develops in Yugoslavia, even in 
the short run, the niche advantage that Harry Helms discusses could return for clandestines on 
medium wave. FM, or even shortwave. Developments are coming daily, so we need to keep our 
eyes open.

The last update on the site 
when I checked it at column deadline time in April was December 28, but there is a link to much 
fresher CRW material from Martin Schoech. You can access Martin's material direct via the 
http://www.swl.net/swl-de/swl-cla.htm URL, which is a change from its former server. 

A new and already valuable resource is the Radio HP Internet Newsletter, a project organized by 
Sheldon Harvey. It's been chock full of internet resources for following the Balkan conflict, as 
well as other useful DX material. If you're interested in this newsletter, use Sheldon's 
ve2shw@yahoo.com e-mail address to ask for a copy. 

Finally, the old standby Cumbre DX continues its weekly distribution of the Cumbre newsletter, 
plus the DXing with Cumbre radio show each week. Their new http://www.cumbrcdx.org/ web 
site contains considerable material, as well as information on how to get Cumbre DX for free in 
your e-mail every week. ACE's own Ulis Fleming is still central to the organization, which 
deserves our support. 



Some ACF. members, particularly computer wizards such as John Cruzan at the Free Radio 
Network web site and all-around web wizard Michael Folk, have been helpful to me over the last 
three or four years as I moved out of the novice stage into a position where I use the internet 
routinely for both work and recreation.

Do April showers bring May flowers? Only if it rains and it's been 
few & far between droplets here- unless you count the brief, violent 
thunderstorms that scream through and leave a tornado or two! 
Fortunately, none of the latter have hit, although the former have 
been rippers, so far! 

NEWS: From our kind S hard-working Managing Editor Steve Rogovich 
comes a newsclipping from the April 2, '99 Washington Post regarding 
the FCC and New York pirate broadcasters playing cat 'n* mouse. 
Actually, the word "stations" was loosely used; the article was 
primarily about Steal This Radio, a station having a three-year 
successful history until this past March. STR sued the government 
in a case titled Free Speech vs. Reno, which was later dismissed by 
U S. District Judge Michael B. Mukasey, saying, "some government 
property is properly designated as a nonpublic forum", thus granting 
the FCC an injunction against STR, who is off the air (for the time 
being 7 ). This says to me that Judge Mukasey is saying that we are 
"officially" enjoying state-controlled media (read: radio) . Hence, 
my opinion is that we are also enjoying the early stages of 
communist-type ruling of The People via media. 

The article also said that STR has joined the ranks of "the other 
4 31 before it", having been shut down by the FCC. A little more 
history about STR followed, but is already familiar to those who 
have followed micro radio history 

And from the National (Lawyers Guild (558 Capp Street, San Francisco, 
CA 94110 newsletter, ^dio Flyer" comes basically the same news of 
sorts of STR- plus some GOOD news! Free Radio Gainesville, a 
Florida micro station had been fined $6000 in a Notice of Apparent 
liability by the FCC last December; for some reason, the FCC 
cancelled the fine in March '99- no reason was given and no threats 
of further action were made in the letter. Free Radio Gainesville 

continues it's broadcasts at this time And "dozens of cities" \ 

across the country have passed resolutions supporting their hometown 
micro stations; city councils are recognizing micro radio as a I 
^7 community institution. Boston, MA, Salida, CO, Berkeley, CA, 
Detroit, MI, Santa Cruz, CA and Grover Beach, CA currently are on 
the list- resolutions are currently pending in forty other cities. 
Time for the Tenth Amendment to take affect in that Feds cannot 
regulate things at state or local levels, I think! 

Other good information fills out the National Lawyers Guild 
newsletter regarding how the Low Power Proposed Rules may not allow 
micro stations in larger cities. For this info, please send a 
donation for any amount to help defray mailing costs and .o help 
fund the fight for micro radio to their address above- make checks 
payable to 9 the National Lawyers' Guild Committee on Democratic 
communications (CDC) and fight the commercialism of micro raoio! 

EQUIPMENT REVIEW: Or what loosely passes as such! Much of the 
time, we've beer, concentrating on actual stereo and some mono FM/AM 
transmitters available in kit and built form from various companies 
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(see April's and previous columns). But something that's stuck in 
my mind is what's commonly referred to as "bugs" or "wireless 
microphones" and how they get by regulations and, of greater 
interest, what their role could be in the micro movement! I've seen 
such transmitters rated as having a 100 ft. range, while others 
touting 300 mw power! Whew! 

One of the most accessible is Radio Shack's 28-4030 kit, which is 
tunable from 91-97 MHz and requires a 1.5v "N" battery. Other than 
"kiddie" usage for kareoke on their FM radio, this could be used as 
an educational toy- among other usages! Please note that listening 
to others MAY be a violation of their rights to privacy and other 
applicable laws- treat others as you'd like to be treated! In the 
past, I remember these kits going for $14.95 or so, but their latest 
catalog states $11.99. I've occasionally checked on these at a 
local store, but a local hobbyist buys up all their stock as soon as 
it hits the door! Wonder if he's a private eye or something...? 

Nonetheless, there are others available from other catalog companies 
such as Ramsey, Xandi and others. Experiments would include 
"upping" DC voltage to maybe 3 volts via "AA", "C" or "D" cells, 
replacing the mic element for an audio connector for input from an 
adjustable line-level source and increasing antenna length to 
multiples of wavelengths or even dipoles . A literal broadcast 
station could be pocket-sized if one planned carefully! 

But a "wireless microphone" on the FM band??? Why not change the LC 
circuit to actually operate in the wireless mic range of (somewhere 
around) 174 to 216 MHz? Then the thing could be of some 
professional use, if it had a decent power level. The "downer" to 
this idea is that transmitters, even wireless mics, in this range 
are supposed to be licensed by the FCC. Now, how many users (and I 
won't go into how many!) are actually going to license these things? 
Kinda like Family Radio Service and itinerant frequency radios, 
right?!? 

I'd like to know if anyone has had the time to experiment with these 
"bugs" (I can't seem to find the time) and your successes and ideas- 
I don't like the word "failure", as each experiment is a learning 
process ! ! I 

STATION PROFILE: As such, I've not heard from several stations I've 
contacted, nor ones I've had promises from- so, here's something 1 
picked up off of "alt. radio .pirate" on the 'net- and an unusual one 
at that: Adelaide's Chocolate City, who broadcasts 70's s 80's 
disco/dance music every weekend from 6:30pm to 8:00am Monday- on the 
frequency of 152.2 MHz!!! They say to tune in your scanners for 
some fun, but didn't say where they were (and I wouldn't give away 
THAT type of sensitive info!
